Kerr Cottage to 
be laced on land belonging to 
the {oternationsl Medical Missionary 
Society, and situated near Northampton, 
Masa, The cottage is to contain ten rooms, 
and is to ba built at the small cose of 82000 
(gold). Ita erection is part of o design 
which the International Modical Missionary 
Society is seeking to accomplish of caring 
for returned missionaries noeding rest and 
recuperation, snd the practical training of 
missionary recruits by porsonal contact 
with and instruction under veterans from 
the various mission fields, :
